Warren [jungdahl 


Prominent z” 4H Circles 75 Dead 


No news in recent years has so touched 
the writer as that of the passing of Warren 
Ljungdahl. The incident occuring early last 
month and because of being away from 
home did not reach me until within the last 
few days. Warren was my friend, a real 
lad and the makings of one of America’s 
finest citizens. For his parents the Jour- 
nal has the deepest sympathy, we know the 
sting for it is just ten years ago this same 
month that our own lad answered taps un- 
der the colors. 

The Drovers Telegram of Kansas City 
brings the sad story of how Warren came 
to his end. Let other youngsters be warned 
against such pranks: 

Manhattan, Kan., Oct. 16—Warren Ljung- 
dahl, 18, son of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Ljungdahl of R. R. No. 1, and known 
throughout the state for his achievements 
in 4-H baby beef club work, is dead at Pas- 
adena, Cal. It has been learned that he 
took his life because of a malicious prank, 
or a plot framed by enemies to bring dis- 
honor upon his service record. Word of 
young Ljungdahl’s death was received by 
his parents a week ago today, but no details 
were given. The information came in a let- 
ter which Warren had written just before 
he died and which assigned as a reason for 
his act, “because he feared he would bring 
disgrace on his family name, which had nev- 
er been disgraced before.” 

Last month Warren left for California to 
join the marine corps at San Diego, after 
having enlisted in July through Major J. B. 
Sebree in Kansas City. 

Recently, according to his letter, clothing 
had been disappearing from the line. While 
young Ljungdahl was away from quarters, 
some one whose enmity he had incurred 
slipped a pair of trousers and a shirt into 
his unlocked locker, just before an inspec- 
tion of quarters. Before Warren returned, 


a “friend” found him, told him of what had 
happened, and warned him that if he did 


not leave at once he would be oj Hos 

eight years in the marine ce ae = 
Island.” Ljungdahl left, went to a pow 
dena hotel, poured out his trouble in ris 
ter to his parents and committed Suicid ‘* 

His record in the service was of the fi 
est, according to Major Sebree, who said 
“it is evident there was either a sl a. 
a frame-up to injure the boy’s record in the 
service and the plotters magnified a trivial 
matter to such an extent that it seemed 
the youth he had been disgraced for life.” . 

Full marine honors will be accorded fo 
the boy’s funeral, Major Sebree said Ih 
his last letter Warren asked “to be buried 
in the uniform I have loved and done my 
best to serve.” ’ 

Ljungdahl, with his brothers, made a phe- 
nomenal record in 4-H club work while jp 
high school. Last season he had the cham. 
pionship baby beef animal at the state fairs 
at Hutchinson and Topeka, at the Kansas 
National at Wichita, and placed high in the 
American Royal at Kansas City. The entire 
family has been outstanding in school and 
community work. 

Professor M. H. Coe. of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College, in charge of state 4-H 
club work, has been helping the boy’s father 
in the investigation of the death. The body 
is held in California, pending a complete 
investigation of the case by marine corps 
authorities.—Drovers Telegram.

and 5 low choice, or somewhat lower than on foot. They dressed 
61.44 per cent. 

Otto Schouboe of Shelby County landed sixth place with a load 
of high grade and pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, average 988 pounds. 
This load sold on the Omaha market early in July at $15.50, top- 
ping the market. We were unfortunate in not being able to secure 
a grade on these steers as they were sold to a St. Louis shipper. 
Seventh place went to G. H. Chadima & Sons of Johnson county on 
a load of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus weighing 965 pounds. These 
were sold on July 30th on the Chicago market at $16.65. They 
were graded on foot, one 
prime and 14 high choice 
with the same grade in the 


of big type and excellent con- 
formation. Their average 
weight at 450 days of age 
was 1117 pounds or 2.48 
pounds per day of age. These 
rattle were graded on foot 
and on the hoof by federal 
graders in Chicago. On foot, 
4 were listed as prime, 5 top 
choice and 6 average choice. 
In the cooler they were grad- 
ed 7 prime and 8 choice. They 
topped the Chicago market 
for the week by 25c a hun- 
dred and sold for $16.75 on 
July 9th. They dressed 63.72 
percent. The load consisted 
of 11 steers and 4 heifers. 


cooler. They dressed 62.9 per 
cent. 

(The Journal asked sev- 
eral of the contestants to 
make specific reports for 
publication, thinking in that 
way to be of service to other 
feeders and Messrs. Chadima 
were the only ones to re- 
spond. They supplied in ad- 
dition to the data here ap- 
pearing the accompanying 
picture. In their letter of 
October 5th they say “All 
these calves were of our own 
raising, raised on our farm, 
mostly from pure bred cows. 


Second place was taken 
by a load of Hereford and 
Shorthorn - Hereford cross- 
bred cattle, bred and fed by 
Theo. Burlage & Sons of Dubuque county. This load averaged 1072 
pounds in 450 days. This load also topped the Chicago market for 
the week in which they were sold and brought $15.00 straight in 
Chicago on June 7th. They were graded one prime and 14 choice 
on foot and the same in the cooler. They dressed 62.36 per cent. 
These were also big type cattle practically all from mature cows 
by a 7-year old big type Hereford bull of good lines and 
quality. 

Third was taken by a load of pure bred Polled Shorthorns, bred 
and fed by the Pioneer Stock Farm, owned by Z. T. Dunham and 
Sons of Crawford county. This load averaged 1015 pounds. This 
load has not been sold but is being held for the Omaha Show. 
Fourth place was taken by a load of pure bred Shorthorns and high 
grade Shorthorns fed by DeCou & Burkholder of Harrison County. 
They averaged 1004 pounds. The 15 head was graded as top choice 
on the Omaha market on foot. They were sold to Wilson & Co. for 
shipment to New York and the New York graders report shows 
three top choice, eight average choice and three low choice. This 
load sold for $17.00 on the Omaha market on August 22nd. The 
yield on this load without shrink was 61.9 per cent. 

Fifth place was taken by Claude Kitelinger of Cass County on 
a load of high grade and pure bred Herefords weighing 994 pounds. 
This load brought $16.25 a hundred on the Omaha market the 23rd 
of July. They graded 5 top choice, 5 average choice and one low 
choice for the 11 head that were sold, the other four being retained 
for show. In the cooler they graded 1 top choice, 5 average choice

We have used pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls for the 
last thirty-five years so our 
grade cows are practically 
pure breds. These calves were sired by a double bred Blackcap bull 
purchased from P. J. Donohoe, of Holbrook, Iowa. They were wean- 
ed December 12, 1927, and started on a balanced ration as nearly as 
we could figure it. Vaccinated for black leg December 30, 1927. 
There were eighteen head entered originally but one got crippled 
and we had to sell him. He sold on the Chicago market April 30, 
1928, for $12.00 per hundredweight so really only seventeen head 
figured in the contest. 

(The feed bill up until July 29th included the following items: 
649 bushels of corn at 90 cents; 291 bushels of oats at 48 cents; 
4350 pounds of molasses feed at $43.20 per ton; 7126 pounds of oil 
meal at $48.85 per ton; 3500 pounds of alfalfa hay, rather poor 
stuff, at $19.00 per ton; six and one-half tons of timothy hay at 
$10.00 per ton. These caives were not creep fed while suckling 
their mothers. The seventeen calves were sold on the Chicago mar- 
ket on July 30, 1928, at $16.65 per hundred weight straight. Top 
for that day being $17.75. The average weight on the seventeen 
head at Chicago was 974 pounds. The fifteen contest calves made 
a dressing percentage of 62.9. U. S. beef grade, one choice, and 
fourteen high choice. 

(On account of our heifers getting too heavy for the trade we 
did not think it advisable to put on a higher finish as we would 
have been penalized on the heifers for excessive weight, and were 
to some extent the day they were sold, we think.’’) 

Complete reports as to selling and grading have not been re-

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oddies at Hutchinson 
Four Herds Make a Fine Showing 


A couple of Iowa herds went down to help 
the Kansas boys put on a big Doddie show 
at the Kansas State fair which was held at 
Hutchinson, September 15 to 21, 1928. As 
usual the Sunflower state show is a good 
one throughout, and this was no exception 
to that rule. The exhibits all the way 
round were good, the cattle section brought 
out a lot of splendid specimens and espec- 
ially was this true of the Aberdeen-Angus. 

Kansas is fast becoming a real Aberdeen- 
Angus center, not that it has been anything 
else in the past, but rather that more breed- 
ers than usual are looking to the individu- 
ality and the breeding of their black cattle, 
realizing that the times demand only the 
best in the way of bulls and breeding cows 
that can be produced. Andy Schuler and 
Jim Hollinger, both of Chapman, are con- 
vinced that it pays to show their wares at 
the fairs, and so they came out to show the 
home state folks what they have in their 
herds. 

Blake Brothers, now of Des Moines, Iowa, 
and Henry Schmuecker, of Blairstown, over 
in the eastern part of the state of Iowa, 
went down the Kansas circuit this year be- 
cause they too wanted the folks of the 
wheat growing country to know that Iowa 
had some good cattle, and that they were 
black. Just four exhibitors but they put 
up a very nice battle and one that the ring- 
side enjoyed immensely. Judge C. W. Mc- 
Campbell saw a lot of good cattle while at 
Hutchinson, some of which will continue to 
make a disturbance up around the front seat 
at the big shows to be held yet this season. 

Schmuecker headed the aged bull class 
with Black Art S. 381984. This bull had 
stood first in class at the Nebraska State 
fair at Lincoln just shortly before. He is a 
son of Blackcap Bandclier 2d. In the two 
year old class Schmuecker again scored, this 
time with Blackcap King S. 393642 a bull 
that had headed his class many times last 
season, had stood first at the Mississippi 
Valley show at Davenport, Iowa, and first at 
Lincoln this year, where he also made the 
senior championship, defeating the young 
bull Revolution 41st shown by Hollinger. 
The Hollinger bull, Irenemere of Wheatland 
408361, that had stood first in class at the 
National Western Stock Show at Denver 
and the Missouri state fair at Sedalia this 
year stood second. 

Blake Brothers headed the senior yearling 
class with Blackcap Benz 403625 who had 
won his class at the 1928 Iowa state fair. 
Here he was considered good enough to be 
awarded the senior championship and later 
he defeated the junior champion for the 
grand honors. Next him stood Blackcap 
Benard of Woodcote shown by Schuler and 
at third was the Hollinger bull Blackbird 
Quiet Lad that had stood at the head of his 
class at Lincoln and second at Missouri. 
Three good young bulls made up the next 
class with Schuler securing the blue on Kel 
Bo Bartlett 416061. 

Revolution 41st heading the next group 
was outstanding, so much so that he was 
made junior champion and had the pleasure 
later of trying for grand championship hon- 
ors. This is the calf that is putting his own- 
er in the front row this season. Hollinger 


had shown him for first place at Iowa and 
he had also won the junior and grand cham- 


pionship honors at both Sedalia and Lin- 
coln this season. Schmuecker returned in 
the baby bull class and took the blue with 
Bandolier’s Blackcap 6th 418323. This same 
exhibitor captured the blue in the three bull 
class while Blakes secured the two bull sec- 
tion. 

There was some cow show too, in fact it 
was just about as good as could be assem- 
bled. Schmuecker’s old cow Pinehurst Pru- 
dence 2d with a show record that reaches 
clear around the corner and which is compos- 
ed mostly of first prizes and championships 
headed the parade. She is good and then 
some. A great deep bodied, thick, straight 
lined matron that has appealed to the fanci- 
ful tastes of many a judge and delighted 
ringsides as well. Next her stood another 
that has made many a judge scratch his 
head, Blackcap Marjorie 382029, shown by 
Blake Brothers. She had this year been 
senior and grand champion at the Mississip- 
pi Valley fair, defeating there her contender 
here. Blake’s two year old Blackcap Mar- 
jorie 4th 403627 stood at the head of the 
next class, defeating MHollinger’s heifer 
Chimea 399287 who had won the blue at the 
National Western in 1928 and the blue at 
Lincoln also. 

Schmuecker placed his Illinois grand 
champion heifer, blackbird of Pinehurst 5th 
406274, at the head of the next class. She 
had won the blue this year at Davenport, 
Des Moines and Lincoln. Her contender 
proved to be Schuler’s heifer, Pride Harri- 
son 81st 402740, the fine heifer that stood 
fifth in class at the American Royal last 
year. Schmuecker won the next group with 
Blackbird Bolores 4th 406276, the heifer that 
had secured the blue at the Illinois and Ne- 
braska state fairs this season. 

The two at the top of the next class were 
reversed as compared with the Lincoln plac- 
ing. Hollinger’s Lilly Irene winning over 
the Schmuecker heifer Queen Grace of Pine- 
hurst 418317 that also won the Davenport 
show. The last female class was headed by 
a most beautiful calf, Beautiful Belle 4th 
418321, shown by Schmuecker, winner of 
first and junior championship at Davenport, 
first at Iowa, first and junior championship 
at Illinois and Nebraska state fairs. She is 
a sweet one and she is the kind that will 
stay sweet for years to come. Those pre- 
paring for the cow shows in the future must 
not forget this little lady for she will be 
there plenty strong. She was made the jun- 
ior champion here too and her older herd 
companion Blackbird of Pinehurst 5th was 
made the senior and grand champion. While 
there were but 56 head shown all will agree 
that it was a show worth the money.

Bethany, Missouri, on | Thursday, October 
ith, have been wondering whether it is a 
habit with those who live in Missouri to 
hoose wet days upon which to hold public 
cmctioite. Up till Wednesday night, the 
third, the weather had been ideal—warm, 
dry and the sort that made one glad he was 
living to enjoy its beauty and fullness. 

Thursday morning it was not difficult for 
those who sniff the air to tell that some- 
thing was about due to happen. Mr. Dale 
and his good wife had hoped and prayed 
that the weather man should bring to them 
a good clear day for their first sale offer- 
ing, and he did. But just as the sale was 
reaching the last stages there came up in 
the south a big black cloud that caused 
those in attendance at the sale to scurry off 
toward home as fast as motors could be 
made to carry them. 

We had agreed to bring the auctioneer, 
Col. Cooper, back to Osceola, lowa, to make 
a train in order that he could conduct a hog 
sale at Ottumwa the following day. Scarce- 
ly were we under way when a terrible rain 
with a strong wind came upon us. It was 
not far to the state line where the “slab” 
ended and real old Iowa mud began. Eighty- 
five miles in low and intermediate is quite 
a ways in the dark. That’s how far it was 
to hard roads in Iowa that lead toward Ot- 
tumwa, for a couple of hours in that mud 
convinced us that we should change our 
destination—the train had left Osceola long 
before we came to Leon. ““Bill’” read the 
signs, but we failed to heed all of them. As 
a result there were extra miles of back- 
tracking in that ugly gumbo. It was a great 
night and it lasted till morning too, but ev- 
erything went along fine at the hog sale 
even if the auctioneer had been deprived of 
his usual slumber period. 

Perhaps this incident should not have 
been mentioned. However it was so forc- 
ibly impressed that it seemed impossible to 
get down to the sale without first unload- 
ing. Those fellows who called at the sale 
barn early in the day and left orders for 
buying with yours truly were a whole lot 
smarter than we ever surmised, for they 
went home before the storm broke. It’s a 
long day when one fails to learn a new trick. 

The Dale sale was after all and in spite 
of threatening weather a decided success 
and the Dales were delighted with results. 
The best ten cows sold at an even $175.00 
average, and they were just in pasture con- 
dition. The twelve bulls averaged better 
than $188.00 per head. The whole offering 
reached an average of $150.00 per round. 
In addition several younger things, calves 
if you please, sold from $85.00 to $100.00 
each so the entire offering totaled $7,005.00. 

There was a good crowd and better order 
or more strict attention to what was actual- 
ly going on has not been exhibited in many 
a moon. As is always the case someone is 
at hand to take advantage of any situation 
that might arise. This time Mr. J. E. Burns, 
of Orient, Iowa, was the lucky man. He 
purchased more of the cattle than did any- 
= else. He made good selections and 
ought them always within a figure that 
beg mean to him an immediate profit.

The Hatcher Stock Farm, of New Vir- 
ginia, lowa, made a number of very choice 
selections, among them the three year old 
heifer, Prinky, a McHenry Pride, sired by 
Epistos Again and from Missouri Pippin a 
granddaughter of both Black Woodlawn and 
Bobbie Dobbs. She was due to calve to ser- 
vice of Eline Marshall 2d a fine grandson 
of Earl Marshall, and because of her fine 
quality and rich breeding she topped the fe- 
males at $245.00. This same firm took the 
next high cow, Modern Priscilla 3d at 
$195.00, she being a McHenry Pride also. 
The third high was $190.00 paid for Billie 
Burke 3d by Epistos Again. She was ac- 
companied by a cow calf by Eline Marshall 
2d and had been settled back to the same 
bull. A. C. Triem of Winston, Missouri, 
was the lucky buyer in this instance. 

The bulls were held until last. Earl O. 
Kessler, of Creston, Iowa, had been hanging 
around the stall where Eline Marshall 2d 
was engaged in stowing away a good feed 
of hay. Earl listened to what folks had to 
say as they took a look at this bull and it 
seems that the conclusion reached was at 
least suggestive of ownership of this Earl 
Marshall bull so he bought him at $240.00, 
a bargain if ever one was fixed up any- 
where.

THE CATTLE FEEDING SITUATION 
AS OF OCTOBER 1, 1928. 

The most noteworthy development in the feeding situation this 
fall to date has been the keen demand for stocker and feeder cattle, 
says the United States Department of Agriculture, according to 
this same authority during the three months July to September 
the shipments of stocker and feeder cattle through public stock 
yards into the eleven Corn Belt States have been over 45 per cent 
larger than during the same months in 1927, and a little larger 
than for the same months in 1926 and 1925. The average price of 
stocker and feeder cattle for these three months this year was 
about 35 per cent higher than a year ago, and from 70 to 75 per 
cent higher than for the same months in 1926 and 1925. 

The usual tendency is for the prices of stockers and feeders to 
decline from about the middle of the year to the end, but this year 
prices advanced steadily from the first of July to the middle of 
September. A big increase in supplies the latter half of Septem- 
ber, however, resulted in a rather sharp drop in prices which car- 
ried the general average of stocker and feeder prices nearly to the 
level prevailing early in July. 

Available information as to cattle supplies for the last three 
months of this year indicates that the movement of unfinished cav- 
tle into the Corn Belt will not continue to show the big increase ov- 
er last year that has taken place from July to September. It hard- 
ly seems likely that the shipments during the three months, Octo- 
ber to December, this year will exceed, if they equal, the movement 
of last year. Because of the uncertain corn situation last year pur- 
chases of unfinished cattle were proportionately very small from 
July to September and large from October to December. The corn 


and general feed situation this year has encouraged an early move- 
ment of stocker and feeder cattle, and the heavy speculative deal- 
ings in such cattle also apparently further encouraged this early 
movement. 

Although the feeding States east of the Mississippi have a 
large increase in corn production this year over the short crop of 


1927, the in-movement of stocker and feeder cattle since July 1 4; 
year has not shown nearly as large a proportional increase a 
the movement into the area west of the river. The Sanaa has 
into the eastern area increased only about 15 per cent while 
into the western area increased over 60 per cent. hat 
Records of shipments of stocker and feeder cattle from f 
leading markets show that for the three months July to Se oo 
ber the proportion of heavy cattle was a little larger this yeg _ 
it was a year ago. The proportion of calves was also larger The 
larger proportion of heavy cattle points to some increase in the 
number of short fed cattle to be marketed in October and Noy ‘ 
ber this year over the number marketed last year. sal 
Information from various States as to the probable number of 
cattle to be fed this coming winter compared to last winter based 
upon opinions of bankers, feeders, and others, does not point tp 
much increase in the Corn Belt and to a decrease in western feeq 
ing sections. The feeding situation, however, has not yet sufficient.

the first entire state to be classed as “modi- 
fied accredited area.” Signifying that less 
than one-half of one per cent of the cattle 
within the state are infected with tubercu- 
losis as shown by the official test. Approx- 
imately 600,000 head of cattle were tested in 
this state which has a human population of 
2,897,000. The state and federal govern- 
ments paid for condemned cattle the sum of 
$150,000. Other states have paid as much 
or more and are not as yet near completion 
in their state wide program for the eradica- 
tion of this dread disease. In Iowa as in 
other states many of the counties are op- 
erating on the accredited area plan and 
more are constantly being added to the list. 
A number of states it is hoped will be able 
to show “clean” slates within the coming 
year.

The Herdsmen’s Course at Iow:. 


The Herdsmen’s course will again be of- 
fered at Iowa State College this winter, 
January 2 to March 20, 1929. 

This course is planned for young men who 
are interested in good live stock, and who 
wish to gain technical and practical know- 
ledge in feed, care and management of live 
stock. 

Any young man seventeen years of age 
or over who has completed the eighth grade 
of the public school is eligible to enter the 
Herdsmen’s course. It is divided into two 
quarters. One can enroll this winter for 
the first quarter and can complete the sec- 
ond quarter any following winter. 

The following courses are given in the 
first quarter’s work: Selection and Judg- 
ing of Market and Breeding Animals Care, 
Feed and Management of Live Stock; Fit- 
ting Animals for Show or Sale; Farm Sani- 
tation and Prevention of Disease; Milk Test- 
ing, Farm Buildings and Equipment; Farm 
Power and Machinery; Small Grain and 
Forage Crop Production; Poultry Manage- 
ment; and Business English. 

The Herdsmen’s course trains young men 
to become managers of cow test associa- 
tions. There is a large demand for trained 
men for this work. It also fits men for 
Herdsmen’s jobs with breeding establish- 
ments. Quite a few of the young men who 
finish the Herdsmen’s course go back to 
their home farms to manage their own 
herds and flocks.

Poultry Department. 
By W. H. Lapp, 


During recent years consid- 
erable more emphasis is being 
placed upon the breeding stock 
than was the case a few years 
ago. The importance of good 
breeding stock cannot be over- 
emphasized, in view of the re- 
sults being obtained by many 
producers and farmers inter- 
ested in better quality poultry. 

Considerable emphasis has 
been placed upon proper sani- 
tation and general manage- 
ment of the stock and in many 
of these cases we have found 
that the stock still shows evi- 
dence of lacking in vitality. 
On several different occasions 
we have taken pens of chicks 
and fed them on identical rations only to 
find out that the growth of the stock lacked 
uniformity. Upon investigating these con- 
ditions we have often times found that the 
chicks came from unknown origin. In fact, 
very little attention was paid to proper se- 
lection of the breeding stock and naturally 
it reflected in the development of the stock. 

At this time of the year we are in a posi- 
tion to select breeding stock from the stand- 
point of physical characteristics of vitality 
better than at any other time. Great care 
should be exercised in the selection of breed- 
ing stock from the standpoint of diseases 
that may be transmitted in breeding. Dur- 
ing the past year we had a very good illus- 
tration of what may happen when we select 
breeding stock that sometime or other 
throughout their growing period have been 
exposed to some disease, such as, infectious 
bronchitis. We had several pens of breed- 
ing hens into which we introduced male 
birds that came from flocks where, during 
their growing period, they had suffered 
from an attack of Infectious Bronchitis or 
Flu. These birds, from a physicai stand- 
point, apparently overcame the _ trouble, 
however, upon being introduced into the 
breeding pen, it was only a few days before 
a number of the hens manifested this so- 
called Bronchial trouble which later on re- 
sulted in considerable mortality. 

Pointers to Observe in Fall Management. 

Whether we are selecting our birds for 
breeding purposes or examining them for 
egg production, we should keep in mind that 
there are certain factors which are funda-

mental to the success we are 
going to attain with the stock. 
For example: one of our most 
serious menaces with poultry 
is the invasion of internal par- 
asites, such as, round worms 
and tape worms. A worm in- 
fested chicken cannot produce 
a maximum amount of eggs 
nor can our breeders produce 
the most vigorous chicks if 
their intestinal tract is filled 
with round worms or tape 
worms. In order to control 
worm infestation it is neces- 
sary to practice a program of 
rigid sanitation and prior to 
the time that the birds are put 
into their winter quarters they 
should be treated for worms. Individual 
treatment is better than collective treat- 
ment. In other words, it is practically use- 
less to attempt to control worm infestation 
in poultry by placing materials in the drink- 
ing water or in mash. Treat each bird in- 
dividually and then one is sure that each 
individual has obtained the required dosage. 
Physical Characteristics of Vitality 
in Breeding Stock. 

The head of the bird should possess cer- 
tain characteristics which will display from 
a physical standpoint qualities of vitality. 
The eye should be prominent and active. A 
bird with a sunken listless eye should not 
be given great consideration as a breeder. 
The comb on a single comb variety should 
show uniform texture and stand firm and 
straight on the head of the bird. Males of 
single comb variety with lopped combs or 
droopy combs should not be used in the 
breeding pen. Too great a comb growth is 
not a desirable feature to perpetuate and 
such birds are not usually kept for breeding 
stock. The beaks should be short, well arch- 
ed on the upper beak. The long thin beak 
is generally associated with a long thin 
head, giving the bird a crow shaped appear- 
ance. Asa general rule, the crow type head 
is a distinct characteristic of low vitality, 
and should not be tolerated in the breeding 
pen. The head itself should be broad, deep 
and short displaying those masculine feat- 
ures so often noted in birds possessing good 
breeding qualities. In the female the head 
should give a distinct feminine appearance 
and at the same time the features should 
display strength. The comb should be well- 
developed and of uniform texture and plac- 
ed firmly on the head; straight in those 
birds demanding straight combs and lopped 
in those birds demanding lopped combs. The 
eyes should be active and prominent. The 
body of both the male and female of any 
breed should conform with the type desig- 
nated for the breed. The backs of the birds 
should be well developed together with the 
breast. Shallow breasted birds do not make 
the best breeders. 

The birds possessing vitality must have 
their feet well apart and the feet should 
show evidence of good bone development 
and denote strength. Birds that have thin 
shanks, knock-kneed, deformities of the toes 
or around the hocks should not be used as 
breeders. The shanks should be smooth and 
clear cut.

hatching. The males and females selected 
for breeding purposes should be fed a well 
balanced mash supplemented with a good 
mineral and a liberal supply of green food 
should be given at all times. 


Range for Breeding Pen. 

The breeding pen should be given plenty 
of range. Close confinement of the breeding 
stock will result in lower hatch-ability. 
Range is of vital importance and should not 
be overlooked when the best results are 
wanted. It is apparent from our observa- 
tions in recent years that we must place 
greater emphasis upon the kind of eggs and 
the kind of stock from which we are obtain- 
ing our next season’s crop, and the import- 
ance of all factors incidental to the produe- 
tion of better chicks cannot be overempha- 
sized.

Mr. Castle Writes Interesting Report 


I have been meaning for some time to 
write you a short sketch of the results of 
our last Territorial Fair which ran from 
April 30th to May 5th. 

As usual the Aberdeen-Angus led in the 
number exhibited, and also I think showed 
very good quality. There were not as many 
exhibitors as on one or two previous oc- 
casions on account of the fair being held 
at an earlier date but the herds represented 
seemed very excellent individuals, being 
well fitted and showing a lot of quality. 

The judging was done by Professor 
George C. Humphrey, of the University of 
Wisconsin, he officiating in all classes and 
breeds of live stock, and his work was very 
much appreciated and universally satisfac- 
tory to the breeders as well as others that 
attended the fair. 

In the Aberdeen-Angus classes my Kan- 
cohe Ranch showed 15 head, and was very 
fortunate in winning 15 firsts, 11 seconds, 
1 third, and all the championships. We 
showed in practically all the classes and 
lost only one first in any class in which we 
had an entry. With one exception all of 
our animals exhibited were of our own 
breeding, whereas most of the other ex- 
hibitors showed animals imported from 
well-known mainland herds. 

Our senior grand champion was Barbar- 
ian of Rosemere 21st, a bull that I bought 
in Chicago in 1926 from Congdon & Bat- 
tles after he had shown in a number of 
Canadian shows and others in the States, 
including the Sesqui-centennial, Eastern 
States, and International, at none of which 
had he shown lower than fourth in his 
class. This bull has turned out very well 
and I think a great deal of him. 

Our Junior Champion bull was _ Black- 
burg of Kaneohe 2d, son of a cow that has 
been grand champion three times for us, 
including this present fair. 

Our senior and grand champion cow was 
Antelope of Kaneohe 2d, who was grand 
champion for the third time. We had not 
intended showing this cow as she had not 
been properly fitted, but in order to help 
out in the exhibit, and as she looked quite 
well considering the real lack of prepara- 


tion, we brought her in and of course was 
very gratified to have her come back and 
win the grand championship again. She 
has always been a good doer, and illustrates 
well the tact that the better bred animals 
really do better than those lacking in good 
breeding even under adverse conditions. 

it is nard to convince some ot our stock 
raisers of this fact, as they believe that a 
grade or a scrub is tougher and will do bet- 
ter where conditions are a handicap, and 
an animal like this is a powerful demon- 
strating factor to show the true facts as 
they really exist. 

All of our stock carries predominantly 
the Black Woodlawn strain, this particular 
animal tracing three times to him, and twice 
through Oakville Quiet Lad. The junior 
champion cow follows closely this line of 
breeding, and is a very promising heifer. 

The young steer that we showed last 
year we showed again, he being made cham- 
pion for the second time. ‘This steer was 
sold under special agreement to the fine 
new hotel here, Royal Hawaiian, and was 
specially featured by them. He dressed 
just shy of 65 per cent. H. K. L. Castle, 
Honolulu, Hawaii. 

Crossing With Good Success.

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As a BASIS for SOUP 


‘mportance of making good soup can 
te ‘he overestimated. Soup is eaten at 
or near the beginning of the meal and a 
savory, appetizing dish of soup goes far to- 

rd making the meal a success, besides be- 
ho an aid to good digestion in that it stim- 
ulates the flow of the digestive juices. There 
are all kinds of soups from the clear bouil- 
lon to the hearty creamed kind which are a 
meal in themselves. ae 

According to the usual classification, 
there are two types of soup—those made 
with stock and those made without stock. 
But any soup is enriched in flavor by the 
use of meat stock as part of the liquid. 

The French, who are noted as being the 
best soup makers in the world, put in the 
greatest number of ingredients. Brown 
stock, made from lean and fat beef and 
bones, highly seasoned, and White Stock 
made from veal or chicken, are the founda- 
tions most frequently used, but there are 
many variations. 

Undoubtedly, one of the reasons why 
many cooks hesitate to make soup stock is 
because of the long list of seasonings to be 
added, but it is no trick at all if the pantry 
shelves are equipped with the following

Herbs—Bayleaf, dried; thyme, dried; 
Parsley, dried; marjoram, dried. 

Spices—Allspice, celery salt, cloves, mace, 
onion salt, paprika, pepper, black and white. 

Practically every soup recipe calls for 
onion. This vegetable may be omitted or 
the amount increased as desired. In mak- 
ing brown stock do not be afraid to add 
odds and ends of vegetables and meat—cel- 
ery tops, tops of young beets and scallions, 
the outer leaves of cabbage, the flank end 
of the steak or the ribs of the roast. This 
is what the French chef does to produce his 
savory soups. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that uncooked materials yield 
more flavor and should make up the bulk 
of the soup ingredients. 

Given below are recipes for a foundation 
Brown Stock and a foundation White Stock. 
These may be varied in a great number of 
ways by the accompaniments served with 
them; they may be used as the basis for 
many creamed soups and purees. 


Brown Stock. 


4 Ibs. meat and bone 6 cloves 
{shin of beef) 10 pepper corns 
3 quarts cold water 1 bayleaf 


1 sprig parsley 
¥% cup sliced carrot 1 piece celery root 
% cup sliced turnip 1 tbsp. salt 

Cut meat in cubes and crack bones. Peel 
and dice vegetables. Brown one-third of the 
meat and one-third of the vegetables for 8 
minutes in marrow from the bones. Add 
with the rest of the meat bones and sea- 
sonings to the water in a soup kettle. Sim- 
mer gently for 5 hours. Remove scum the 
instant it forms for the first time and fre- 
quently afterward. Add rest of vegetables, 
cook slowly 1 hour longer, strain through 
cheesecloth. Clarify if a perfectly clear 
stock is desired.

Strain 
through a double cheesecloth. Variations in 
flavoring are many but care should be tak- 
en to keep this soup a delicate one. 

The shin or the lower part of the round 
is best for soup. The shin has bone with 
marrow in it and a large proportion of gela- 
tin and extractives which give to the meat 
the appetizing odor and flavor. 

Meat used for making soup may be used 
as any other left-over meat. It will need to 
be flavored more highly, perhaps, but it has 
not lost its food value.

Does Your Boy Like Books? 

If you are the mother of boys you prob- 
ably have found that he does or does not 
like to read. If he does like to read you 
have the problem of supplying him_ with 
wholesome books. If he does not like to 
read you have before you a far more diffi- 
cult problem. Some boys like to listen to 
stories read to them while for some reason 
the matter of reading a story for them- 
selves is another question. ; 

We all desire that our children cultivate 
a real taste for good literature. We must 
admit, however, that the attitude many peo- 
ple have for reading comes primarily from 
being compelled to read or listen to books 
that have not been of the slightest interest 
to them. 

There are so many books that are really 
worth reading that it would seem a boy 
must find something of interest. The first 
thing to find out is just what he is inter- 
ested in. If his chief interests are animals 
the task is not difficult. There are many 
interesting books on animal life. “The Bur- 
gess Books” are very interesting and many 
truths about wild life can be gleaned from 
them. Then “Monarch the Big Bear” by 
Earnest Thompson Seton is true to life and 
interesting. “Biography of a Grizzly” by 
the same author is another book the animal 
lover will find interesting. 

I have found boys like stories which con- 
tain much action the faster and farther the 
characters move the better they like them. 
Pioneer stories and Indian stories seem to 
satisfy them. Farm boys have a better 
chance to study nature than have their town 
brothers and nature stories appeal to almost 
every boy. 

The problem of reading habits seems to 
be more difficult for the farm mother. The 
active life offered the boy by farm tasks 
and the wonders and the beauty of the great 
out-doors appeal to the active farm boy 
more than reading.

We have advanced in 
wisdom but there can be no advancement 
in mother love and her desire for the best 
in life for her children. The definition of 
a friend as given by the little boy—‘A 
friend is a feller who knows all your mean- 
ness and still cares for you,” really defines 
mother. 

My mother’s life has always been an ex- 
ceedingly busy one. She is never too busy 
with her own home, children and grandchil- 
dren that she cannot be a good neighbor and 
can always be depended upon to give the 
highest and best to every cause that will 
better her community. Many times in my 
childhood I remember at the close of a busy 
day, or any time the summons came she 
would go to the home of a neighbor to ad- 
minister to the sick or comfort the sorrow- 
ing. She has always freely shared her time 
and ability. 

Several years ago I accompanied her to 
the cemetery to take flowers to the grave 
of a friend. We passed a lot upon which 
there was only one small grave. She stop- 
ped and said “That baby was buried in one 
of your dresses. When I found what they 
would have to use I went home and got your 
very best.” Somehow I cherish the mem- 
ory of that dress. It has meant much to 
me. I am glad of that heritage, that inter- 
est in humanity. Pioneer mothers were 
united with a golden link of love and un- 
selfishness. They early learned the truth 
that it is only as we give to others that we 
get happiness and real joy out of life. 

The growth in knowledge in culture, in 
wisdom of pioneer women may be due in a 
measure to necessity. The taste, original- 


ity and beauty we find in their homes often 
surpasses the more costly and elaborate. 
My mother’s home today is beautiful, not in 
costly furniture, but in taste, in selection 
and arrangement and the lovely things her 
own clever fingers have made. 

I am always highly complimented when 
some friend whom I have not seen for a 
number of years remarks how much I look 
like my mother. I would also be glad to be 
like her in the gift of love and service she 
has given her family and her friends; In 
the courage with which she has faced dis- 
couragements; In the way she has measur- 
ed justice and judgment to the unfortunate. 
In her faith; In her ability as a mother; In 
her ideals and worthy thoughts; In the es- 
teem in which she is held in her own com- 
munity. 

There are many people who have known 
my mother in the language of this little 
poem: 


“Tis a comforting thought at the close of day, 
When I’m weary, and lonely and sad, 

That sorts of grips hold of my crusty old heart, 
And bids it be merry and glad. 


“It gets in my soul, and it drives out the blues, 
And finally thrills, through and through; 

It is just a sweet memory that chants the refrain, 
I’m glad I’ve touched shoulders with you. 


“Did you know you were brave? Did you know you 
were strong? 
Did you know there was one leaning hard? 
Did you know that I waited, and listened and prayed? 
And was cheered by your simplest word?
